Why, a man that can picture 
with -such vivid. and blazing distinctness, the 
vast and original conceptions of his own brain, 
deserves to be hooted and pelted by the veriest 
taggamuffin of the veriest mob, when he 
amitates another. It is base—grovelling. 
Another fault in this poem—is, that the 
preface, was never written for it—if we may 
judge for ourselves. Itis strangely misplaced. 
Hut then, in this age of oddities, that scems to 
be “all the go.” We could enumerate a 
~ dozen or more of “ prefaces” to one thing and 
another, poems, sermons, and “ Notions on 
ki Political Economy” in particular, which have 
nothing on earth to do with the books, in 
which they appear. 4 
A third sult is—that the notes to Suxey, are 
much like (be preface—well-written, and s-roba- 
bly put there because they were well written— 
and for no other reason. We should conclude, 
“from what we see of them, that they were 
gleanings from a common place book,—picked 
ut and assembled in the way of. bookmaking 
—and then that some connexion might be dis- 
covered between them and the poem, that 
here and there a line had been introduced, or 
twisted awry, or shaped to fit the note—and not 
‘that the notes were made to fit the poem. 
Now—how was it—in all sincerity _—We ask 
the author. If,as we think, he had better 
own it at once, and.carry it off with a laugh— 
ni tale Bec ical one—than persist in 
writing: efaces, or printing such notes. 
The next galt is one of which we shall take 
the liberty.to speak with greater emphasis. It 
is ‘no credit toa poet to be a wit. lt is still 
Jess creditable.to a mighty poet, to be merely 
pert, flippant, and whimsical. ‘The author of 
Buvxxr is a poet—a great poet—then why the 
devil — he condescend to such unprincipled 
ness * *

the heart ;—beholds it undulating, agitated and 
quaking, down, down to the “ lowest depths 
of its lowest deep”—and looking there beholds 
great shadows striding al! about the illuminated 
chambers—the hiding places of the great 
water—with folded arms, and kingly. crowns. 
We do not say this of the whole, of eyery art 
—but we say it of several parts, and partécu- 
larly of the whole of stanza 69, and part of 
stanza68. There is no greater poetry in our 
‘language—there is none; we speak. it de- 
liberately, and fully conscious of our oblign- 
tions. 
Of the wit we may as well say someihing— 
but we shall content ourselves with saying very 
little, as we hetd the being witty, particularly 
about Boston, to be a very ungenteel sort of 
thing—to say nothing of its exceedingly un- 
poetical nature. This is a tolcrable specimen : 
He uever talk’d of hide! hours as yet, 
Because, he decm’d dependency the devil, ‘ 
And thought it wrong, that one must run in debt— 
And poverty in rags, a serious evil.— 
There is no doubt, wuch truth, in what he snid 5 
Particularly concerning love, and daily bread. 
Bet this is excellent—excellent ! 
Dve dined at great men’s tabies, and 1 would, 
So heaven help me, dine there, every day; 
i like their liquors, olten they are good ;— — 
Strange things are often toid——but AMis wy way, 
Ne’er to dispute the master of the ſeuſt, 
Even though his Wit.es are sour, his Porter, yeast !
